Are We Ower-Governed? 


Premier Bracken, of Manitoba, has officially advanced the suggestion 
that the three prairie provinces of Canada be united as one province, 
governed by one Legislature. He makes the suggestion solely in the in- 
terests of economy in administration, claiming that several millions of 
dollars could thereby be Baved to the taxpayers, His suggestion is approved 
and supported by Hon. W. F. A. Turgeon, for many years attorney-general 
of Saskatchewan’ and now a justice of the Court of Appeal of the same 
provincé, Premier Brownlee, of Alberta, has expressed doubt as to the 
feasibility of the proposal, while Premier Anderson, of Saskatchewan, says 
it is deserving of consideration but, in any event, could only be adopted. 
following an affirmative referendum vote of the people of the three provinces 
and new. legislation by the Dominion and Imperial Parliaments. 

Premier Bracken, Mr. Justice Turgedn, and others who have given 
Support to the proposal, frankly admit there are many and great difficulties 
to be overcome in bringing it about, but they do not regard these as insur- 
mountable. To mention some. df these, not necessarily in the order of their 
importance, but as indicating the problems to be solved-and difficulties to be 
overcome :— 

Today there are three capital cities, Winnipeg, Regina and Edmonton; 
with three: magnificent and costly parliament buildings, three distinct civil 
services, three large and expensive ‘universities, three sets of district, inter- 
--mediate and higher courts of law, three codes of law, except the Criminal 
Code which is uniform as a Dominion enactment. In addition, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta have separate as well as public schools, while Manitoba has no 
separate school system. ' 

United as one province there would, of course, be only one capital city 
and one government representative of the people in all the present three 
provinces. No doubt one of the present capital cities would be sélected as 
the cap‘tal of the united province. The other two would object, and object 
strenuously, but, after all, such objections of a local and more or less selfish 
nature would have to be over-ridden in the larger interests of all concerned. 

Inasmuch as the writer is not presenting an argument solely in favor of 
union, it is right to say there are other, and more serious, objections. ‘It is 
argued that the individual costs imposed on people having business with the 
Government would be greatly increased. For example, if Winnipeg was 
selected as the capital, people and deputations from Alberta would be put to 
heavy expense of time and money in journeying to Winnipeg, while if 
Edmonton was the chosen site, Manitoba people would be the sufferers. To 
offset this, branch offices of the central,government might be maintained in 
each present province, but, if so, the savings to be effected by union would 
be greatly reduced. In like manner, the expense entailed in all matters of 
government inspection services would ‘be increased where government 
officials were required to make long journeys over the entire prairie country 
instead of within the smaller areas of existing provinces. 

And what is true in regard to government itself would bé equally true 
if only one university was maintained, and students had to travel much 
longer distances. This, however, might be partly overcome by maintaining 
all three but restricting the number of courses at each, instead of all at- 
tempting to cover the whole field. For example, one might specialize in law, 
another in medicine, another in science, etc., instead of all three duplicating 
these subjects, with a continual demand for more buildings, more professors, 
more everything. . 

In the matter of law administration, district courts would still be 
essential, although possibly the districts could be semewhat enlarged as is 
now the tendency in the existing provinces. . But one high court of appeal 
could easily serve a united province. It would be a supreme court for the 
West, and possibly the decisions of such a court would be more readily 
accepted as final, thus reducing, the number of appeals to the. Supreme 
Coutt, at Ottawa and the Privy neil in Zondon. iy 

Unquestionably, too, the number of civil servants: could be substantially 
reduced, and a large saving thereby effected. In the matter of such institu- 
tions as Schools for the Blind, the Deaf, correction homes for delinquent 
boys and girls, homes for the aged, etc., there is, of course, no necessity for 
one of each in each of the present three provinces, This is already recogn- 


them. 

Where the conditions prevailing and the interests of the people are so 
similar as throughout the prairies, one code of laws would eliminate mucn 
confusion and simplify administration immensely. 

Finally, there is the argument that one Legislature could just as 
efficiently, and at much less cost, govern the whole country instead of main- 
taining three such bodies. In the opinion of many people this reduction 
in legislative representatives and expense would be the outstanding saving. 
The writer does not quite agree. There are at present upwards of 175 mem- 
bers of legislature in the three’ provinces, and possibly half that number 
would suffice, but all that would be saved would be sessional indemnities and 
the actual costs of two Legislatures while in session, but the one Legislature 
would have to remain in session for a much longer period, thus offsetting 
some of these savings. On the other hand, constituencies would have to be 
just twice as large, the effect of which would be two-fold,—either ability to 
stand for election would be restricted to men of considerable means who 
could bear the expense, or sessional indemnities would have to be so in- 
creased as to enable the average man and woman to continue to be 
candidates. 

Admittedly, only some high spots have been touched upon in considera- 
tion of this big question; it cannot be otherwise in a short article. In a 
fourth and concluding article in this series, some of the broad aspects of the 
whole subject of duplications and costs of governmental services will be 
discussed.

A relatively small quantity of 1931 
wheat still remained in farmers’ 
hands, and it must be delivered at a 
country point not later than July 31 
in order to secure the bonus. This 
undelivered wheat and any bonus cer- 
tificates which have not been redeem- 
ed will probably boost the present to- 
tal to a sum exceeding ten million 
dollars. 

More than 38,000,000 bonus certifi- 
cates have already been cashed at the 
various banks, and the special staff 
set up to handle these payments, 
which at one time numdered almost 
80 persons, has now been cut in half. 

The first payments under the 
scheme were made on Sept. 10, 1931, 
and amounted that day to only $1,- 
000. The total on the next day was 
$3,800, and the largest sum paid. out 
on any one day was $268,000, this be- 
ing on Nov. 10, 1931. 

The bonus operates for one year 
only, and any 1931 wheat delivered 
later than July 31, 1932, will not 
benefit under the scheme.—--Manitoba 
Free Press.

state of prosperity, thus benefitting 
the remainder of Canada, 

As/far as possible, he said, the gov- 
erhment wanted to make each farm a 

" self-sustaining one. He suggested 
the planting of ten acres of land with 
a hardy, drought-resisting grass. This 
ten acres, if properly sheltered, would 
‘hold moisture enough to raise food for 
enough stock to maintain the farmer 
and his family during periods of dis- 
tress. 

He did not believe that quite so 
much grain would be grown in the 
western provinces in the future. The 
northern section of those provinces 
were better adapted to the raising of 
livestock. There was less overhead 
expense in raising cattle in the west 
than there was in the east. Poultry 
too he maintained, could be more pro- 


~ fitably raised-in the west than the |- 


east, 

Not all sections of the western 
provinces, he pointed out, were adapt- 
ed to the raising of livestock, but in 
those sections which were adapted, 
he felt this action should be taken. 

With the aid of a map ,Mr. Weir 
outlined to his audience the extent 
of the drought areas. In Saskatch- 
ewan, he declared, 75 municipalities 
had had crop failures for three years 
in succession. The area was one of 
approximately 25,000 square miles of 
the richest wheat growing country in 
the world. During*the drought, not 
one green thing was grown for man 
> or beast. As a’result the govern- 
: ment was providing relief for 246,000 
people. 

A provincial relief commission was 
operating without remuneration. And 
this commission, he went on, was op- 
erating at a cost of 3% cents per dol- 
lar of administration. It had been 

~ estimated, he said, that it cost 50 
cents to administer every dollar for 
relief. 

He paid a strong tribute to the 
westerners, whom, he said had faced 

the. tragic ~ drought situation with 
y courage and hardihood. They had 

refuse¢@ to have charity forged upon 
them. They could not borrow money. 

But they gave Weir notes for repay- 

ment of all assistance advanced to 

them. “Their determination to take 
no charity was one of the brightest 
things in the disaster,’’ he said. 

“I have absolute faith in the west. 

- No one knowing the westerner as I 
do could have any doubt of that. They 
are not of the ilk to quit. They do not 
e~k for something for nothing. They 
will win through in spite of all ob- 
stacles. I know you will do all in 
your power to hasten the day when 
again the billions of wealth of the 
west will flow through the channels 
of trade into the coffers of the east. 

I think the path is clear.” 

Mr. Weir -vas introduced by Rt. 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, former Prime 
Minister, who also paid tribute to the 
relief commission, which, he said, was 
working admirably.

Invention Of German Engineer Pro-

Salmon are ordinarily canned with- 
out removal of the skins and the ad- 
vantage obtained by the cannery 
which has been experimenting with 
the use of skinned fish is said to lie 
in an added attractiveness in the ap- 
pearance of the finished product. 

The skinning process, as outlined to 
officers of the Dominion Department 
of Fisheries by the manager of the 
cannery, is not difficult or complicat- 
ed, and is estimated to cost about 
three cents per fish. It is carried 
out by hand workers with the use of 
a knife, and a wooden clamp tool, 
which consists of two pieces about 
three-quarters of an inch square fast- 
ened together at one end by a light 
metal bolt and rounded at the other 
end to fit the hand. After a cut has 
been made in the skin of the fish, 
near the tail, the clamp is attached 
and rolled toward the head., As it is 
moved along, it peels off a strip of 
the skin in each operation. After 
the fish has been cut into pieces of 
suitable sis: and packed in cans, the 
containers are sealed and the cooking 
process is carried out in the usual 
way. 

Simply a point of incidental inter- 
est, it may be noted that sockeye 
skins weigh several ounces each. For 
example, ten skins weighed this sum- 
mer averaged a little more than a 
third of a pound each.

Grants To Flying Clubs . 


Total Amount: Paid By Government 
¥~ Past Three and a Half Years 
Given As $52,372 

The total amount paid by the Do- 
minion Government to flying clubs in 
the form of grants in the past three 
and a half years was $52,372, stated 
Lt.-Col. the Hon. D. M. Sutherland, 
Minister of National Defence, to the 
House of Commons. 

The sum of $8,630 was used during 
1928-29; $17,964 in 1929-1930; §$15,- 
| 978 in 1930-1931, and $9,805 in 1931- 
32. During that same period the gov- 
ernment had issued, on loan, equip- 
ment valued at $364,134. 

Private licenses had been received 
by 490 members of government-spon- 
sored flying clubs; commercial licens- 
es had been received by 126 pilots 
who were students of the flying clubs.

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When the Power Goes Of 
Only Time We ite Realize How Woe 
Depend On Electricity 

We never realize to what extent 
we are living in an electrical age 
until the power roes off, and the folk 
have turned the switches on the elec- 
tric range, but the kettle has not 
boiled, neither has there been heat 
in the,oven. We have turned more 
buttons and electric bulbs have failed 
to give forth the radiance. Those 
who have depneded on motors to pro- 
duce fires of some sort or another in 
the furnace have had to make the 
best of it ard be thankful that the 
weather was not severe, 

The vacuum cleaner and the radio 
have had to take a holiday; the 
toaster on the corner of the: break- 
fast table has been good for noth- 
ing at all; in many homes the sew- 
ing machine has not run, and the 
curling tongs have failed to take on 
their accustomed heat—all because 
the power was off. 

We can imagine of nothing more 
helpless than a city newspaper office 
when the power ceases. The tele- 
graph machine comes .to a halt; it 
will tell us nothing at all of what 
is going on in the wide world out- 
side with which it is so adequately 
connected with its far-flung connec- 
tions.’ The linotype machines cease; 
the metal in them, instead of remain- 
ing liquid for, casting lines, becomes 
as hard as stubborn metal can be; 
there can be no plates (or pages) cast 
for the big press, and the press it- 
self will not budge nor spin a wheel. 
Wise men and skilled there are who 
know all about these machines. They 
can speed them up when it comes 
close to press time; they can doctor 
them when they get out of condition, 
but they can do nothting at all when 
the power goes off. 

Learned’ men can not tell us very 
much about electricity. To be sure 
they can use it and harness it and 
all that. But there is more adequate 
defining in those two words 
“Power's off than in anything we 
ever read or heard about electricity. 
Then it is we begin to realize how 
utterly dependent we have become on 
this strange force which we get from 
the wires which men have strung for 
us all over the country.

The United States Must Help To 
Settle The Reparations Qusstion 


Mek f Must the United States help 

to settle the reparations question? 

The answer is set forth in an ar- 
ticle appearing in the new Republic, 
published in New York, and is as 
‘ follows: 

Because, unless reparations are can- 
celled, Germany cannot recover. If 
Germany does not recover, American 
investments abroad will be further 
imperilied, and Europe will not be 
able to resume her pre-depression 
purchases of our products. Hut 
reparations cannot be cancelled by 
Britain unless her debt to us is cor- 
respondingly reduced; for that would 
complete her ruin. And France will) 
not cancel reparations, even the un- 
conditional part, unless her corres- 
ponding payments to Britain and the 
United States are simultaneously re- 
mitted. Use by France and Britain 
of the moratorium privileges of their 
debt agreements with us would mere- 
ly postpone the reckoning and leave 
confidence unsettled. 

Why is the United States respon- 
sible in part for lack of monetary 
stability abroad? 

The outflow of gold from Great 
Britain and Germany, which under- 
mined the gold standard of the one 
and the credit of the other, wad 
caused in part by the obligation to 
pay war debts and reparations, irres- 
pective of other elements of the inter- 
national balance of peyments. It 
was caused in part by the inability to 
create a sufficiently large export sur- 
plus of goods, an inability due largely 
to tariff barriers, especially that rais- 
ed about the United States, and in- 
creased by the Smoot-Hawley bill af- 
ter the depression was under' way. 

Why cannot tariff wars be abated 


without reconsideration of the United 


States tariff? 
Because, under present conditions, 
the United States is the ultimate 


creditor nation, which must be will- 


ing to accept a surplus of imports 


over exports if the international debts, 


public and private, are ever to be 
paid. 

Why is the United States necessar- 
ily involved in armament discussion. 

Because we now spend on arma- 
ments more than any other nation, 
and far more than we did before the 
War. Because we have a navy sec- 
ond to none. Because Great Britain 
and France will not reduce their nav- 
fes unless we reduce ours, and be- 
cause land armaments will not be re- 
duced unless sea armaments are re- 
duced. Because reduction of arma- 
ments is, in general, tied up with in- 
ternational political stability, which 
is, in turn, largely dependent, - on 
economic appeasement, 

Why is it impossible to consider 
reparations alone, or war debts alone, 
or currency problems alone, or tariffs 
alone? Why must all these things be 
settled as part of a coherent world 
policy? 

Because, as the Wiggin committee 
said last August, and as the Basle 
committee report emphasized, ‘In re- 
cent years the world has been en- 
deavouring to pursue contradictory 
policies, in permitting the develop- 
ment of an international financial sys- 
tem which involves the annual pay- 
ment of large sums from debtor to 
creditor countries, while at the same 
time putting obstacles in the way of 
the free movement of goods.” Be- 
cause, as the Basle report po‘nts out, 
“If barriers are imposed to the free

his vivit to those countries, the hos- 
pitality shown their party and the 
opportunity given them for business 
conferences and for gaining infor- 
. mation, 

Contrasting the two countries, he 
spoke of Japan’s geographical posi- 
tion, the smallness of her territory, 
the fact that only 17 p.c. of her land 
is arable and that each farmer has 
an average holding of only 3% acres. 
Japan is altogether dependent upon 
other countries for food supplies, for 
raw materials to feed her increaving 
industrial development, for markets 
for her products, and for area for her 
increasing population, She is at- 
tempting reforestation on a tremen- 
dous scale, is making huge invest- 
ments in other lands in order to cre- 
ate markets for herself. The Japan- 
ese are great readers, a literate 
people, ambitious to learn, a united 
people with strong imperialistic ten- 
dencies she still retains tthe tradi- 
tions of the power of militarism, and 
these factors all have a strong bear- 
ing on the present: situation, 

China in contrast is an entirely 
different type of country and people. 
Her territory is large, with a popu- 

s lation of 475 millions, broken up in- 
to a variety of races with a wide 
range of dialects. Her railway trans- 
portation is very inadequate and is 
chiefly concentrated in Manchuria, 
One province of over 70 million peo- 
ple has no railway facilities at all. 
There is very little’ industrial devel- 
opment; her people are primitive and 
illiteracy is very high. Agriculture 
is the main occupation. Drought and 
famine are accepted, and while China 

_ is more self-contained it is on a more 
humble basis, Her imports are bout 
one-eighth. of those of Japan and 
her exports still less; little shipping 
and practicaly no navy. Since 1911 
China has been in the throes of a 
series of. revolutions; she thas had 

¢. many gdyernments of as ihany dif- 
ferent formis, none of which was able 

to have its authority recognized in 

+ all parts of China. Massed bandit- 

ry has prevailed for many years and 
there is no cohesion of her people 
and no stability of government. 

Mr. Imrie then reviewed events 
which led up to the present condi- 
tion in the East. Manchuria’s con- 

y nection with China covers three and 

a half centuries while Ohina’s his- 

tory goes back fiveithousand years. 

Manchuria is one-half to three quar- 

ters larger than Alberta and com- 

prises one sixteenth of the total pop- 
; ulation of China. Manchuria also 
represents one-third of the total for- 


Japan, Korea and Southern provin- 
ces. Rival Rajlway policies of China 
and Japan in Manchuria are factors 
in the present situation and China 
resents the treaties which she ‘feels 
have been forced upon her, Because 
of these enforced treaties which she 
feels have been forced treaties she 
started a boycott against Japan. Vio- 
lent and drastic measures are taken 
against her own countrymen if they 
do not join in this boycott, while 
Japan's very life depends upon trade 
with China, especially so as she is 
suffering from an economic depres- 
sion. Mr. Imrie felt he would not 
like to state which country is in the 
right. In some respects, both 
right and both are wrong, and while 
Japan is correct in thinking her 
treaty rights are being violated and 
had a good case in the beginning, 
she has since impaired her standing 
in the eyes of other nations by her 
treatment of China. Japan, the 
speaker maintained would not carry 
the war far inland, but would be con- 
tent with seaboard victories. In any 
cvent, she is losing, far more than is 
gained from an economic standpoint, 
because of the feeling she is engen- 
dering in that great people.

golds and finally alyssum, lobelia and 
other edging plants. There-.will be 
paths to lay out, which should curve 
around the corners, or if there is not 
& reason make one by setting out a 
group of shrubbery and ‘winding your 
path about this; straight driveways, 
garages, necessary but ugly, tele- 
phone poles to screen. In our plans 
we must take several factors into 
consideration. The time of flowering 
is important so that we will have 
something in bloom all the time. Col- 
ours must be noted to prevent clash- 
ing and heights also, or we may have 
one flower hidden by another. But 
we have all this vital information in 
the seed catalogue which, along with 
a good bulletin on gardening, procur-’ 
able from either the Provincial or 
Federal Departments of Agriculture, 
will keep us thoroughly posted. Car- 
rying out the informal idea, it is well 
to plant flowers in clumps of several 
specimens of the same variety and 
colour.

ADD NEW VEGEATABLES 


The old-time garden was a bit light 
on variety and also rather short in 
the length of season for the various 
vegetables. We had a taste of green 
stuff like lettuce and spinach, a few 
meals of peas and beans, and then de- 
pended largely on potatoes and car- 
rots with a little corn to see us 
through the season. That is not 
necessary today, and this is the time 
with a pencil, paper and catalogue to 
make sure that our garden does not 
lack variety. F: a few weeks af- 
ter planting time we should have the 
first radish, lettuce, cress and onions 
from sets, and if we make several 
sowings of the seed at weekly inter- 
vals these things will keep coming 
on for a month at least. Shortly 
afterwards the first sowings of spin- 
ach will be ready and by taking out 
every other plant, for the first meals, 
rather than cleaning up the row, the 
season will be extended. Again, with 
successional sowings and the use of 
early, medium and late sorts we will 
have fresh spinach coming on for a 
month or six weeks. About this time 
our first head lettuce will be ready 
and also the early peas from which 
we start picking forty-five or fifty 
days after sowing. With the use of 
two or three ty, 2s and two sowings, 
a week or ten days apart, peas will 
last for six weeks, while in some 
localities it is possible to sow in late 
August and have a fall crop. By now 
we are in July, and the first Irish 
Cobbler potatoes, or other early 
types, should be ready to dig, and 
also some carrots and beets. About 
this time, too, we should be switch- 
ing to Cos Lettuce, which is sown 
later than the leaf or head sorts, and 
thrives in hot weather. Early beans 
of both the green and butter type will 
be ready, and if sown at intervals 
should keep coming on right through 
the summer. Second sowings of car- 
rots and beets will follow the early 
crop. Broadbeans, a delicious and 
substantial vegetable, very popular in 
England, will also be ready now, to- 
gether with Swiss Chard and perhaps 
the first row of spring-sown, extra 
early Sunshine Corn. This is of the 
bantam type, almost as good quality 
and a week or ten days earlier. It igs 
possible to have tomatoes from early 
plant, staked and well cultivated and 
fertilized, at the end of July.

Fight Potato Embargo 


Effort Being Made To Induce Great 
Britain To Lift Ban 


Scientific forces will be mobilized 
in an effort to induce British Govern- 
ment to lift its embargo against 
Canadian potatoes, Hon. Robert Weir, 
Minister of Agriculture, states, En- 
tomologists, led by Arthur Gibson, 
head of that branch of the Agricultur- 
al Department, will endeavour to 
prove to British experts the common 
potato. beetle does no material dam- 
age to ps. , 

The, British embargo was imposed 
some years ago in an effort to pro- 
hibit the importation of the potato 
beetle. For the past two months var- 
ious diplomatic channels have been 
utilized unsuccessfully to have it lift- 
ed. Now the scientists will begin 
their work. 

The diplomatic negotiations were 
involved, United States being drawn 
into the situation through one ofits 
statutes. Not only does Great Bri- 
tain exclude Canadian potatoes but 
Canada prohibits importations from 
Great Britain because of the “black 
wart.” United States, in turn, bans 
potatoes from any country in which 
the “black wart” exists or from any 
country permitting importations from 
such a country. 

It was feared that if Canada liftea 
its ban against Great Britain, United 
States would invoke its law against 
this country and Canada would lose 
its valuable seed potato market. 


Bermuda’s First Railroad 


Twelve Miles Long and Train 
Electrically Operated 

Bermuda, which hitherto has been 
without any type of mechanized loco- 
motion other.than the bicycle, has its 
first railroad in operation. The rail- 
way is 12 miles long and connects 
Hamilton, the capital, with George- 
town. 

The train will be electrically oper- 
ated. For many years it had been 
suggested that Bermuda have a rail- 
road to connect the tips of the island, 
but the islanders feared that this 
would mar the beauty of the resort 
so they refused tO use anything but 
horses and bicycles. Finally they real- 
ized that the train would not have to

| Improvement Which Started Last Fall 


Has Been Maintained 


The record of the export of Cana- 
dian meats in December furnished by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
shows a considerable gain as com- 
pared with December, 1930. Not only 
that, but the export of meats in the 
last quater was much larger than in 
the last quarter of 1930. The improve- 
ment which began in the fad] has been 
maintained. 

The export in December, 1931, was 
greater by $138,094 than that of De- 
cember, 1930, and the last quarter of 
1931 was $451,164 greater than the 
last quarter of 1930. 

Great Britain has been the heavy 
purchaser of Canadian meats, 

Apart from the United Kingdom 
the meats of Canada are finding grow- 
ing favor in other British countries, 
such as Bermuda, Barbados, Jamaica, 
Newfoundland, Trinidad, Tobago, 
other British West_ Indies, British 
Guiana, etc. Cuba and the French 
West Indies are also good buyers. 

The total export of dressed poultry 
from Canada in December, 1931, was 
$32,823 pounds, of which 225,294 
poiinds went to the United States, 
bringing $49,448. . The value to all 
countries was $76,259, A year ago the 
total exports to all countries for De- 
cember were 35,868 pounds, valued at 
$10,555.

This is the basic prin-| 
ciple underlying the teacher's efz | 
forts and the goal towards which 
we are all striving. Parents covet 
happiness for their children and try 
to shield them from the hardships or 
life, and Mr. Jonason by question! 
and answer, drew the conclusion that | 
parents are realizing more and more | 
fully that the mere leaving of wealth | 
to the child does not insure is fut-| 
ure happiness. Money was not to} 
be despised but the speaker empha- 
sized the truth that it had never 
guaranteed real happiness nor had 
it ever purchased the worthwhile 
things of life. The majority of par 
ents now felt that a good education, 
that is a training in self-reliance 
and character development was more | 
essential by far than mere learning. | 
Mr. Jonason felt that the parents of | 
Camrose were wide-awake to the | 
value of education in the finest 
meaning. 

Turning to history 
said it seemed characteristic of 
the pioneers to provide educational 
facilities for their

nings were. described as modest but 
made in ‘the face of teal difficulties. 
Mr. Jonagon pointed out that there 
was no such thing as marking time 
in education, for the world moves 
on and we must progress or retro- 
gress. In asking the question,-‘‘Are 


we going forward?’’ the speaker |- 


sketched at some length the admin- 
istration of the Prov. Dept. of Edu- 
cation: first that pace has been kept 
with the times, and it is possible 
for the province to take care of the 
educationel needs of any community. 
from the simplest to the mcst com- 
plex; secondly, the course of studies 
is revised from time to time and a 
thorough revision is. made once ev- 
ery ten years. He described the 
present course as very satisfactory 
and a vast improvement over ail 
preceding courses, much richer in 
content and of markedly. increased 
value in guidance to the teacher; 
thirdly, extensive progress had been 
made in teacher training require- 
ments. Even ten years ago it was 
confmonly thought anyone could 
teach providing he had a text book. 
The fallacy of this ‘idea has been 
revealed. Great stress today is be- 
ing laid on method as well as on 
subject matter. 


On behalf of the rural school 
child and in the interests of a 
well-rounded and educational 
system, Mr. Jonason declared 
that one deplorable feature must 
be remedied. By an ironic twist 
of cireumstances we send to the 
rural schools the young, inex- 
perienced teacher, when we 
should send the best equipped 
and most experienced. The young 
teacher was frequently quite un- 
able to cope with any degree of 
success with the complexities and 
obstacles presented by the rural 
school. He was convinced ‘that 
in order to give rural and ur- 
ban school children an equal op- 
portunity for development — the 
existing conditions must be 
cleared away. Half cur student 
population in public school is in 
the rural centres. A change was 
inevitable in the light of pro- 
gress, Mr. Jonason asserted. The 
present government had made 
an honest effort to cope with 
this when they drafted the now 
famous Baker Bill. 

Mr. Jonason very clearely and
